The voice of authority has spoken. A. 
Mitchel Palmer. Federal custodian of en- 
emy alien property, has laid before the 
Senate proofs that the brewers raised a 
slush fund of over $400,000, from which 
$376,000 was loaned to Arthur Brisbane, 
Hearst's editor-in-chief, to purchase the 
Washington Times. Custodian Palmer 
says: “The organized liquor traffic has 
been pro-German in its sympathies. These 
great interests actually have been willing to 
finance great newspapers for the purpose of 
spreading German propaganda and senti- 
ments in this country.” 

The trail of the serpent is uncovered, not, 
as Mr. Hearst always’ complains, by his 
enemies, but by the disinterested, inexora- 
ble investigations of the Federal custodian 
of enemy alien perty, who ie interested 
only in facts who care not where the 
trail leads. 

We were an easy-going people ln the 
days when the Kaiser was encouraging the 
organization in this country of the now out- 
la@ed German-American Alliance, we were 
not suspicious enough to sense its underly- 
ing purpose. With the backing of Berlin 
and the eastern brewers, it solidified (ac- 
cording to sworn evidence given before the 
Senate investigating committee,) the Ger- 
man organizations of this country and 
through them spread German propaganda so 
successfully that the Kaiser decorated Pres- 
ident Hexamer of the alliance with the 
Order of, the Red Eagle, and Mr. Hearst 
carried the delegates of the alliance to Bos- 
ton in a special train, where the Kaiser 
was toasted at the Germanic Museum 
(now closed) as the greatest man in the 
world. Confident that this organization had 
done its work so thoroughly that America 
would not go to war with him, no matter 
how many Lusitanias he might order sunk, 
the Kaiser told Ambassador Gerard that 
Germany would stand no nonsense from 
America after England and France had 
been crushed. 

Naturally, therefore, did Count von Bern- 
storf® and Bolo and Dernburg and the rest 
of the crew turn in 1917 to Mr. Hearst when 
Berlin felt that the time had come to pur 


for Germany in this country. Bolo saw Mr. 
Hearst. Count von Bernstorf! saw Mr. 
Hearst. Bolo had a fund of $3,000,000 with 
which to spread German propaganda. After 
seeing Mr. Hearst, the German plotters (ac- 
cording to Mr. Brisbane in a signed edi- 
torial) bought the New York Evening Mail. 
Brisbane bought the Washington Times. 
Hearst bought the Boston Advertiser. Bris- 
bane arranged for the purchase of the Chi- 
cago Herald and merged it with Hearst's 
chronic journalistic invalid, the Chicago 
Examiner. Whence came the money for 
these journalistic adventures? It was a 
mystery, for the treasury of the Hearst 
publications was known to be in an espe- 
clally nonflourishing conditien, with dwind- 
ling circulations and advertising losses re- 
ported all along the line, from Los Angeles 
to Boston and Atlanta. Custodian Palmer 
has revealed that Brisbane and Hearst's 
personal attorney, William De had 
created a holding company, which Brisbane, 


the “Growing Circulation Corporation,” to 
handle those purchases of papers. It was 
to this corporation that the Feigenspahns, 
Rupperts, Schmidts, Reuters and other 
brewers paid over their slush fund raised to 
purchase the Washington Times, as proved 
by documents filed with the Senate by Cus- 
todian Palmer. 

‘Now it is explained why Brisbane should 
praise Germany in his German-breweries- 
owned Washington Times, for example, on 
August 8, 1917, four months after this na- 
tion bad begun its war on Germany, say- 
ing: “Anarchy rules in Russia—somebody 
must do something. The natural somebody 
is Germany, right at the door to Russia. 
The civilization of Western Europe may 
be very grateful to Germany if the war 
finds Germany with enough strength left to 
undertake the maintaining of order in Rus- 
sia, developing the resourtes there and 
making a few million rubles in the process.” 
And at the time Brisbane printed this edi- 
torial, Russia, not then betrayed into the 
hands of Germany, was fighting with the 
Allies. Well might the correspondent of 
the Kolnische Zeitung term Mr. Hearst and 
Mr. Brisbane as this German correspond- 
ent did, “auxiliaries of valued influence to 
Germany,” especially because of “the ed!- 
torials in the Hearst newspapers.”
